THE DEL MONTE The Del 
MEETING 


Monte 
meeting of the Cali- 
fornia Pharmaceu- 
tical Association is now history. As at 
past meetings, comparatively little of 
any moment was accomplished. Really 
important measures were wholly over- 
looked and others of some significance 
were discussed gingerly and without 
final action, or referred to committee 
or to a vote by mail (referendum 
vote). 

As we understand it, the annual 
sessions are intended for the congre- 
gation of members of the California 
Pharmaceutical Association in order 
that measures of importance may be 


presented and discussed and finally 


submitted to vote. We are most de- 
cidedly in favor of leaving decisions 
to those in actual attendance. The 
voting by mail has in it a most danger- 
ous element, that of giving the voting 
power to those who have not enough 
interest to make the effort to attend 


meetings and are hence in all. proba- | 
bility not qualified to vote intelli- 


gently. There are of course possible 


exceptions, but as a rule the state- 


ment is in accord with fact. 

We are most emphatically opposed 
to granting the vote by mail to those 
who do not care enough about phar- 
macy to even join the association. Let 
the pharmacists show their’ readiness 
to improve pharmacy by joining ‘the 
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State Association, attend the annual 
meetings and take part in the delibera- 


tions. 


PRESIDENT The Address of Benja- 
WHEELER'S min Ide Wheeler, Presi- 
BEFORE THE dent of the University 
C. Ph. A. of California, delivered 

before the Del Monte 

meeting of the Califor- 
nia Pharmaceutical Association, is a 
powerful plea for progressive phar- 
macy in California. In no uncertain 
language President Wheeler points out 
the necessity of raising the educational 
status of pharmacists. As far as we 


know, this is the first time in the his- 


tory of California that the president 


of a university has personally ap- 
peared before the pharmacists of the 
State and advised and urged pro- 
gressive measures in pharmaceutical 
education with a view to making 
pharmacy a worthy sister or com- 
panion to the medical profession. We 
take great pleasure in publishing Dr. 
Wheeler’s address in this issue, and 
we feel that it will be heartily ap- 
proved by every progressive pharma- 
cist in the State. At the conclusion 
of his address President Wheeler was 


granted a rising vote of thanks. We. 


wish to take this opportunity to extend 
to President Wheeler the appreciation 
of the Pacific Pharmacist for his en- 
couragement in our endeavor to raise 
the status of pharmacy in California. 


DUES IN THE At the Del Monte meet- 
C. Ph. A. ing of the California 

Pharmaceutical Associ- 
ation it was decided to raise the an- 
nual dues rom $1.00 to $2.50. This 
was done to defray the expense of 
issuing a full report of the meeting in 
pamphlet form. In our opinion this 
was an unnecessary change. Last year 
the Pacific Pharmacist offered to pub- 
lish, and did so publish, a full report 
of the Sacramento meeting, including 


all papers read, at no expense to the 
Association. The Pacific Pharmacist 
did this wiliingly and gladly and it 


was of course known to the Association 


that this offer of the official organ of 
the C. Ph. A. was a permanent one. 
We can see certain advantages in 
publishing the proceedings of the C. 


Ph. A. in pamphlet form, but we fear 


that the extra expense will result in 
a reduction in membership in the Asso- 
ciation. Our membership is not nearly 
as large as it should be and we should, 
for a few years, do everything possible 
to encourage pharmacists to join. Rais- 
ing the dues to $2.50 wiil, we fear, not 
encourage an increase in membership.. 


SUNDAY At the Del Monte meeting 
CLOSING of the C. Ph. A., Dr. A. S. 

Musante presented a paper 
in which he made the suggestion that 
not all drug stores should be closed 
all day Sunday. There should be an 
opportunity for physician or patient 
to reach some drug store at any time. 
This wholly reasonable and most com- 
mendable request was voted down by 
the Association. It is true such 
emergency cases as Dr. Musante had in 
mind are few, but they should, never- 
theless, be provided for. I am certain 
every pharmacist in the State can see 
the reasonableness of Dr. Musante’s 
suggestion. Dr. Musante’s paper ap- 
peared in the May issue. 


A REMARKABLE In the recent case 
U. 8. COURT of the U. S. vs. J. 
DECISION L. Hopkins & Co. 

(U. 8S. Court, Dis- 
trict of New York), May 30 and 31, 
1912, the jury, on the charge of Judge 
Hand, before whom the case was tried, 
decided that ‘‘Senna Siftings’’ was the 
same as ‘‘Broken Senna,’’ and that 
broken senna is not senna under the 
pure food and drugs act. The prose- 
cution proved and the defense ad- 
mitted that the article under dispute 
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was imported at New York as ‘‘senna 
siftings,’’ and that it did contain 
about 25% of impurities (stems, sand, 
pebbles, senna pods, ete.) Subse- 
quently said article was entered into 
interstate commerce as ‘‘ Broken Senna 
U. The U. S. accordingly 
made out a case on two charges, name- 
ly, one of ‘‘adulteration’’ and one of 
‘‘misbranding.’’ Adulterated because of 


the 25% of foreign matter present; 


and misbranded e the correct 
changed to ‘‘Broken Senna U. 8. P.,”’ 
when said article was entered into 
interstate commerce. J. L. Hopkins & 
Co. contended that senna siftings and 
broken senna were the same, that the 
term broken senna was coined by them 
to apply to senna siftings, of which 
they imported several grades in large 
quantities. Judge Hand in his charge 


to the jury threw out the ‘‘adultera- 


tion’’ charge inasmuch as he consid- 
ered that senna siftings and broken senna 
were identical and inasmuch as senna 
siftings did normally contain from 15 
to 80% of impurities. Further, since 
broken senna is therefore not official 
(U. S. P.) it could not come under the 
_ pharmacopoeial definition and the U. 
S. P. label which J. L. Hopkins & Co., 
for some reason or other, attached to 
the bale of senna siftings (changed to 
broken senna), should not be con- 
sidered. : 

This is certainly a remarkable de- 
cision. It is in open violation of the 
pure drugs act and is apparently a 
great victory for the misbranders. 


Any drug bearing 
the name of the 
United States Phar- 
macopoeia, whether it is the latinized 
pharmacopoeial name, the common U. 
S. P. name, the technical U. 8S. P. 
name, or any non-pharmacopoeial 
name in common use and commonly

applied to the U. S. P. drug, must 
comply with the U. S. P. requirement. 
Unless such article bear some correct 
qualifying label, indicating its devia- 
tion from the U. 8. P. standard or 
quality, it is legally and actually a 
U..8S. P. article. To illustrate; the 
words senna, senna leaflets, Cassia 
acutifolia, African senna, senna leaves, 
Alexandrian senna, are all lawfully 
and properly applicable to the U. S. P. 
senna obtained from Africa. These 
terms refer to the leaflets (exclusive 
of stems, pods, seeds and other foreign 
material) obtained from a plant botani- 
cally known as Cassia acutifolia. 

The state of comminution of the 
drug has in no wise any bearing what- 
soever upon the U. S. P. requirement 
of quality and purity of said drug. To 
illustrate; whole senna leaf, three- 
quarter senna, half senna, broken 
senna, sifted senna, blown senna, hand- 
picked senna, powdered senna, senna 
for percolation, senna for manufactur- 
ing purpose, etc., is U. S. P. senna. 
Senna with stems, senna with sand 
and pebbles, Aden senna, American 
senna, senna siftings, senna stems, 


senna dust, senna refuse, senna dirt, 


senna pods, senna with pods and 
seeds, are not senna U. 8. P. and any- 
one selling these articles for senna 
or for senna U. S. P. is guilty of a 
misdemeanor, whether or not the judge 
and jury so decide. The U. 8S. P. 
declarations of the identity, quality 
and purity of drugs are very clear and 
very simple and to our certain knowl- 
edge the U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture has been very liberal in the in- 
terpretation of the U. S. P. purity 
rubric. 


The only way some can attract atten- 
tion is by throwing mud at the higher ups. 
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WILEY’S Several successors to Dr. 
SUCCESSOR Tj, W. Wiley have been 

suggested, among these 
men who are well known in American 
pharmacy. The man to succeed Dr. 
Wiley should possess the following 
traits and qualifications: 


1—He must be broadly educated. 
He cannot hold too many bona fide de- 


grees from good universities and col- | 


leges. In educational qualifications he 
shouid rank first of all the men em- 
ployed in the Bureau. 


2—In addition to a broad education, 
he must be endowed with broad-mind- 
edness. This is essential. | 


3—He must be strong-minded and 
not allow himself to be influenced by 
narrow, prejudiced or biased pleas, 
threats or arguments. 


4—-_He must be unequivocally in 
favor of pure foods and pure drugs 
and must be on record as having 
urged purity and quality in foods and 
drugs. 


o—He must be unequivocally op- 
posed to the manufacture and sale of 
fake or objectionable foods and drugs. 


6—He must have a full, coneise and 
clear conception of the spirit of the 


pure food and drugs laws, federal and 
state. 


7—If necessary, he must be able to 
juggle with the letter of the law in 
order that he may circumvent the 
wiles and schemes vf the misbranders 
and adulterers and their hired at- 
torneys. This is necessary in order 


that the spirit of the law may not be 
nullified. 


8—He must be absolutely fearless in 
the face of all abuse and all opposition. 
This is very important. 


9—He must not show partiality to 
the two divisions of the law, namely, 
foods and drugs. This is prevented 
by a broad educational requirement 
and broad mindedness as above stated. 


10—He must have the ability and 
must be granted the power to develop, 
perfect, and simplify the methods of 
food and drug analyses. This is of 
great importance. 


11—He must not exceed the spirit 
of the law. and he must always bear 
in mind that the law is_ primarily 
framed to protect the consumer. 


12—He must at all times have aca- 
‘demic freedom to express his views 
and to make recommendations, and he 
should at all times be willing to listen 
to the suggestions and advice of his 
associates and assistants. 


A man with the above qualifications 
will never abuse his power nor his 
privileges and will be fair to all 
interests. We are unequivocally in 
favor of such a man and shall recom- 
mend him for the position of Chief of 
the Bureau of Chemistry, United States 
Department of Agriculture, Washing- 
ton, D. C. |

ADDRESS BEFORE THE CALIFORNIA 


PHARMACEUTICAL ASSOCIATION 
AT DEL MONTE* 


Benjamin Ide Wheeler, President of the 
University of California 


As you see, I have my priestly robes 
on and the kind of service I came to 
perform had nothing to do with drugs, 
but you look so interesting and enter- 
taining, I could not let the oppor- 
tunity go by. I must speak to you. 

I have just listened to the secretary’s 
report. It is a stirring and glorious 
one. Evidently you do not know how 
important you are, otherwise this 
room would be full and more too. The 
world generally is just looking and 
waiting patiently for the pharmacists 
to get to their work. The world is 
more dependent on pharmacists by a 
good deal than it ever was. What a 
glorious body of ancestors you have. 
Think of the London Pharmacopoeia ; 
where it came from and the long tra- 
dition that brought it to us. 
to Spain from the hands of the Moors 
and Arabs, who by way of that ancient 
tradition of chemist’s lore, derived it 
from Greece and Asia Minor and the 
schools of Aesculapius and.  Hippo- 
erates. You are, therefore, an ancient 
order, an excellent order, and in spite of 
what the secretary has said in his re- 
port, I know there must be in you 
somewhere a high pride in the noble 
traditions of your profession.. 


I know you face great danger from 
commercial intrusion. There is the 
druggist who sells celluloid combs and 
the druggist who is careful to deal in 
pure drugs. They are two persons 
but they have to be united in one and 
the same person mostly. How else is 
it to be in a small country drug store?

To maintain itself it is obliged to sell 
celiuloid combs. Then, again, we want 
some place to get a glass of soda. 
Thank the Lord for the druggist who 
sells a drink to keep men away from 
the saloons. There is no need of 
aleohol for a drink on hot days. It is 
a fact that in London the American 
soda fountain has been gradually eat- 
ing in upon the sale of ale and stout. 
If you have not done any other good 
you have done that. So do not let us 
rashly decry the soda fountain. It is 
very difficult for you to maintain a 
profession with the close connections 
of vigorous commercial.interests. All 
the more is it essential that you should 
build up your organization, tighten 
the bonds of your craft and re-estab- 
lish the ancient self-respect of your 
profession. 
Another thing that makes your pro- 
fession hard to maintain is the inter- 
mixture of politics. I doubt that there 
is any one here who is connected with | 
polities, so I will speak freely. Poli- 
tics exist for stimulating public opin- 
ion to take shape at election time so 
that it shall set as cement does. It 


serves the -purpose of probing up 


public opinion until election so that we 
can get the views of the people. That 
is what politics is for and nothing 
else, but when it assumes the form of 
permanent organization and presumes 
to mix with business, science, and edu- 
cation and exercises control of them, 
it is deadly. 

For instance, if we should have in 
our schools and in our universities any 


touch of political influence it would . 


make a rotten spot right where the 
touch was. A school will rot, a uni- 
versity will rot, at the point where 
the diseased finger of politic touches 
it. So with your profession. An at- 
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tempt to control in any way the 
processes for the creation of regis- 
tered pharmacists represents for you 
the danger of the diseased finger. Be- 
ware of it. You cannot keep your 
profession to its right, to its honor- 
able existence, to its own proper 
respect if there is any intermixture of 
politics connected with the raising of 
men to the status of registered pharma- 
cists. This community needs good 
pharmacists too much to tolerate any- 
thing of that sort. If there are any 
men who hold any such position and 
ean control the giving out of certifi- 
cates to registered pharmacists, let us 
know about it. | 


It is to your interest to see to it 
that men are appointed to the Board 
of Pharmacy who are entirely unselfish 
and unpolitical in their attitude. You 
want for this purpose men who stand 


at the top of the profession. It never 


pays for the people to get third rate 
men into positions which represent 
them. We are sometimes tempted to 
get an inferior man with the idea that 
he will, in the long run, look out for 
us. He is a friend and we think we 
shall get something out of him if we 
put him in office. We always get 
fooled. The best men for us of the 
common people is the best man mor- 
ally, the best man intellectually, and 
the suspicion which some people enter- 
tain against those who know some- 
thing is a foolish and ungrounded sus- 
picion. The American people ean af- 
ford to get the very best possible man 
into office. Men who don’t he, men 
who are decent, men who know, and 
that is why I say it is necessary for 
you to‘have the very best men to 
stand at the door and control the certi- 
registered pharmacists. 
Therein is where you will build your 
profession. 


The profession can only be con- 
structed on a sound educational basis. 
What a man learns in cramming is not 


of much value, he does not become a 
part of it and it a part of him. he 
merely learns it externally and forgets 
it afterwards. Can’t you see to it 
that your representative men are edu- 
cated in a larger and broader way than 
being coached for one, two or three 
examinations? If there is anything 
involved in this question of prerequi- 


sites, it is the matter of training and 


quality as against cramming. We are 
very proud of what we eall ‘‘gump- 
tion,’’ The old down-east quality of 
gumption, whereby a man _ learned, 
through doing things, to drive a nail, 
shoe a horse, or shingle a barn, but 
the time has gone by when we merely 
depend upon gumption, and men are 
being specially trained for those activi- 
ties and the day of the amateur neces- 
sarily has passed and you have got to 
maintain a profession for which people 
are specially trained. It will do no 
harm if you incidentally sell wares in 
the drug stores, provided your man is 
trained for the business as being a 
mixer of drugs and a preparer of 
medicine. He will make all the better 
tradesman if he is trained as a drug- 
gist. Our country is advancing rapidly 
in specialized expert training for the 
various forms of social service. You 
have noticed that the medical profes- 
sion has been radically changed in the 
last ten years. We insist that our 
physicians shall have training in the 
sciences fundamental to medicine. That 
was not thought of fifteen years ago. 
The old-fashioned proprietary medical 
school is dying out. Modern medical 
training is too expensive for them. A 
medical school, to maintain itself, has 
to be endowed by the community. The 
John Hopkins Medical School has an 
endowment of four million dollars. 
The St. Louis Medieal School has 
raised six million dollars within the 
last few years, Harvard nearly the 
same sum, in order to adjust it to the 


sudden change which has come about 
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in medical education. It requires five 
or six years training and society can 
afford to pay for it. . 

I know the California College of 
Pharmacy is trying to move along and 
help you out. There are various rea- 


sons for discouragement, I have not 


the slightest doubt, but you cannot 
stand still. The interests at stake 
are too large. 


_ [ have said what I have to say. You 
will excuse me if I have spoken 
plainly. I have spoken because I be- 
lieve in you and want you to recognize 
why human institutions generally be- 
lieve in and desire you. You belong 
to an honorable profession. The time 
has come when this profession should 
rise to its place and you must answer 
the social demand. 

I pray that the assembly may ap- 
prove of it. I shall do whatever I can 
do to develop the interests of pharm- 
acy. I always think when I think of 
your profession of the standard set in 
our community by Dr. Searby, whom 
it was my fortune to know for many 
years, a man who was the soul of 
honesty. He believed in his profes- 
sion, saw dimly looking into the future 
what the call of the future was for it 
and for you, and his name and: the 
institution he established will always 
be a blessing to you. 

I am really very much indebted to 


you for allowing me to speak to you. 


Please remember that I speak only out 
of interest in you, your work, and 
what that work means for human 
society.

ADDRESS OF PRESIDENT* 


It is now near the sunset hour of 
the last day in the Pharmaceutical 
year, and here, near to that Temple of 
Nature, the historic Monterey Bay, 
have the workers of our honorable 
craft assembled; coming down from 
the mountains, from the coast, the val- 
leys and the plains to hear the roll of 
the workmen called, to note the absent 
brothers, some of whom have been 
taken from among us by the ruthless 
hands of time, gathering as masters 
to take the imperfect ashlers of 
thought and cementing them together 
in harmony, unity of purpose and 
good will to carry on the work of 
building the edifice of Pharmacy be- 
gun by the great architects of the pro- 
fession in the distant past. 

To be an humble worker in this en- 
deavor is, indeed, a privilege, and to 
be chosen to direct the work for a 
year is an honor that any man may 
well be proud of, and I assure you 
that it takes plenty of thought and 
hard work to keep up the high stand- 
ard set by the men of sterling worth 
who have held this position in the 
days gone by. 

It is not possible to give a complete 
review of all the work accomplished 
by this Association during the year, in 
an address of this character, and I 
shall not attempt it for I know that 
the committees have all worked hard 
and faithfully and as the results of 
their labors will be given in their 
reports, I will but mention the fact 
that the executive and legislative com- 
mittees have ever been on the watch 
for good or bad legislation and have 
not hesitated to telegraph to our vari- 
ous representatives in Washington re- 
garding the same. The untimely pass- 
ing away of our friend and good 
counsellor, E. L. Baldwin, has left a 
vacant chair among us and we shall

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miss him greatly for his place will be 
hard to fill. 

The druggists throughout the State 
have taken a renewed interest in the 
affairs of the Association, and this is 
especially true of the brethren in the 
City of Los Angeles and vicinity. 

It has been my good fortune to have 
been able to attend various meetings 
with members of the State Board of 
Health in conjunction with other 
pharmacists to discuss the application 
of the Pure Drugs Law, once in Los 
Angeles and other times elsewhere, 
and, while I must say that this Board 
seems to be trying to be very fair in 
the administration of the law, never- 
theless, it is my opinion that there is 
but one commission that should han- 
dle all laws pertaining to Pharmacy 
and that is the State Board of Pharm- 
acy. 

While reading an article on modern 
business some time since I saw the 
statement made that once business was 
a kind of warfare wherein everybody 
fought for himself, but today all suc- 
cessful business is the result of co- 
operation; and is it not so? I ask 
you: Look around, and study the 
lines of trade that are succeeding and 
you will notice that co-operation is 
the keystone which locks the arch and 
holds its members together. And how 
about co-operation among the drug- 
gists of this State? Are we not still 
adhering to the old-fashioned warfare 
method of business. And I am afraid 
that we will continue.to do so until 
some strong captain of industry will 
smite the rock of self-interest and jeal- 
ousy and there will gush forth a 
mighty stream of sustenance unknown 
to the pharmacist of our time. 

We have a few instances which 
show what can be accomplished when 
people in the drug business get to- 
gether, and, as an example I will 
point out the short hour system in 
vogue in several cities in this State. 


This is a good thing, and I believe in 
a short day, not only for vurselves but 
for our help. 

It is the lack of co-operation that 
makes us the prey of every legislative 
fancy our law makers see fit to impose 
upon us. One of: the latest devices for 
annoyance is the Insecticide Law, 
originally intended or a good purpose, 


but through its lack of clearness im- 


poses an unnecessary hardship upon a 
class of law-abiding citizens. 

I trust that this Association will 
take such steps as it in its wisdom 
may seem proper to have this law 
changed so that it will no longer be 
necessary to procure an extra license 
to allow us: to sell camphor, turpen- 
tine and so forth. 


In my opinion we are now ready to 


take up the matter of Graduate Pre- | 


requisite and Interchange of Certifi- 
cates. First, I recommend that we 
secure free education for young men 
and women who are going ,to make 
Pharmacy their life work, and it is the 
duty of the State of California to 
grant this for does not the State 
University give free tuition in other 
professional and _ semi-professional 
lines, and as this is true, why not in 
Pharmacy ? 


The recognition of the educated man 
in all lines of human endeavor has 
made enormous strides during the last 
few years, and we must not be blind 
to the fact that the public will soon 
demand that only the properly edu- 
cated be allowed to dispense prescrip- 
tions, and while we must also take 
notice of the fact that not all grad- 
uates of pharmacy are properly edu- 
cated, the percentage is greater than 


is to be found among the people who 


eram for a State Board examination. 
It has always seemed peculiar to 
me that a man who is _ proficient 
enough to practice pharmacy, we will 
say, in the State of New York, should 
not be allowed to practice in Cali- 
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fornia, and I trust that an _ inter- 
change with states having a standard 
equal to our own will be _ recom- 
mended. 


The State Board of Pharmacy has 
certainly made a good record for 
themselves through their efforts in 


enforcing the Poison Law, and I wish 


to commend this body for their good 
work, and also say that we are proud 
of the fact that one of the members 
of this Association and a member of 
our Board of Pharmacy, Mr. J. H. 
Finger, was one of the men who 
represented the United States at the 
Opium Conference, but we have heard 
considerable dissatisfaction expressed 
as to the manner in which the Board 
has administered the Pharmacy Law 
and I hope all members of this Asso- 
ciation, who think that they have not 
been treated in a fair manner by the 
Board of Pharmacy, will bring for- 
ward their complaints so that we can 
give both sides a chance to explain, 
for nothing is so harmful as are 
these ‘‘whispered complaints.’’ We 
know not where they originate nor 
can we stop their baneful influence. 


There is just one more idea that I 
wish to bring to your notice and that 
is the absolute necessity of the Phar- 
macists of California having repre- 
sentatives of our profession as mem- 
bers of the State Legislature. There 
are plenty of men who could be 
elected and who could do us a great 
service and serve the general public 
as well and I recommend that we try 
to induce at least three druggists from 
different parts of the State to make 
the effort. 


I have tried to do my duty as laid 
down by the golden rule, and if I have 
failed you in any particular it was 
not due to lack of effort for I have in 
all things tried to follow the teach- 
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ings of the Immortal Shakespeare 
when he said: | 

‘*To thine own self be true, 

And it must follow as night the day 


Thou canst not then be false to any 
man.’’ 


THE MICROSCOPICAL DETERMINA- 
TION OF AGAR IN JAMS, JELLIES 
AND SIMILAR FRUIT 
PRODUCTS 


By Albert Schneider 


The method generally recommended 
is to ash’a sample of the jam or jelly 


at as low a temperature as possible, 


and to add weak hydrochloric acid for 
the purpose of decomposing the ecar- 
bonates, ete. If agar has been added 
to the substance the silicious skeletons 
of diatoms will appear in the ash 
residue examined under a compound 
microscope. | 

A far better method is to dissolve 
about ten grams of the substance in 
200 ¢c.c. of distilled water and centrifu- 
galize for half an hour. Decant off 
the supernatent liquid and examine the 
residue microscopically. If agar has 


been added, characteristic agar dia- - 


toms will be found, also undissolved 
agar cell fragments and remnants of 
undissolved parasitic algal forms, 
which are quite universally found 
upon agar. The undissolved agar 
remnants and_ the algal parasites, 
which are in fact almost as character- 


istic as the diatoms, would be wholly: 


destroyed in the ashing. Furthermore, 
the ashing-acid process, no matter now 


carefully done, results in a comminu-. 


tion and destruction of some of the 
diatom shells. The centrifugal method 
is, In every way, preferable. Finding 
one or more diatoms and one or more 
algal remnants in one ordinary slide 
mount (or in 5 to 20 fields of view) is 
conclusive evidence that agar has been 
added, though it is not possible to 
determine accurately the amount that 
is present. If the characteristic struc- 
tures (diatoms and algal remnants) 
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are comparatively abundant then it is 
safe to conclude that agar has been 
added in considerable amount (2-4%) 
or that an impure grade of agar was 
used. The purer the grade of agar the 
fewer diatoms present, but no agar 
has yet been found on the market 


‘which is wholly free from diatoms, un- 


dissolved agar cells and algal para- 
sites. 

The reason why distilled water 
should be used in making the solution 
for centrifugalizing is because ordinary 
hydrant water may contain diatoms, 
which might be confusing, especially 
to a beginner, although the . marine 
diatoms are mostly quite different in 
form from the fresh water diatoms. 
With a high speed centrifuge less 
material and less time need be con- 
sumed. Also, the more complete the 
solution the better the results. 


The method is simple and so far has 


never failed. It is especially recom- 
mended for micro-analysts in pure 


food and drugs laboratories.

ARITHMETIC IN BUSINESS* 


By J. Clarence Howell 


Probably the majority of merchants 
make use of percentage in figuring 
profits and marking prices, but beyond 
that its application in its simpler form 
is largely for statistical purposes. 

It seems to be true that the average 
person is unable to cope with the ordi- 
nary problem in percentage if it goes 
beyond one operation. 

Failure to couple the rate with its 
base leads to many very common 
errors. The problem which follows will 
illustrate my meaning: 

‘‘An_ article costing $50.00 was 
marked to sell at 40% above cost. If 
a discount of 40% was afterward al- 
lowed, was there a gain or loss, and 
how much.’’ 

Give this problem to almost any

group of people, with the possible ex- 
ception of a few merchants making 
frequent discounts, and half your peo- 
ple will immediately say that there is 
neither a gain nor a loss. Of the re- 
mainder who may suspect that some 
change has taken place, few will be 
able to say off-hand that there has 
been a loss. 


This is due almost wholly to the 
failure to grasp the idea that the rate 
of per cent represents a fractional 
part of the base, and that in prob- 
lems such as the one just given, there 
are two distinct bases, the second be- 
ing 40% greater than the first, and 
that, therefore, the second percentage 
will be 40% greater than the first, 
thus making the discount 40%, or 
16% of the original cost. 


It is necessary to get the idea that 
there is no equality between rates of 
per cent unless their bases are equal 
and furthermore, that no comparison 
can be made between them until they 
have been reduced to terms of the 
same unit value or to per cents of the 
same base. 


The mention of any number of per 
cent is meaningless unless we couple 
with it a specification of our basis of 
computation. 


Of course, custom has given meaD- 
ing to many expressions, but custom 
may also change the meaning; and, 
with the present apparent need, on the 
part of many lines of business, to keep 
the public in the dark as to profits 
and other data, the opportunity of- 


‘fered by incomplete expressions is 


most inviting. 


In view of the different construc- 
tions to be placed upon them, I believe 
that questions similar to the following 
should be eliminated from our busi- 
ness arithmetic. Instead of ‘‘ What is 
the per cent of gain?’’ we should have 
‘“The gain is what per cent of the 
ecost?’’ or ‘‘What per cent of the sell- 
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ing price is profit?’’ depending upon 
which we mean. 

The following may make clearer my 
grounds for the attitude taken in this 
matter. In the window of the Bur- 
roughs Adding Machine Company’s lo- 
cal agency is a card which reads as 
follows: 


A Puzzle 
An article cost $1.00 to manufacture. 
The expenses of selling are 22%. 


For what must it sell to make a net 
profit of 10%? 


Nine out of ten men can’t solve it. 

Can you? 

’ Practically every business arithmetic 
on the market, if offering such a prob- 
lem, would give as a result $1.32, tak- 
ing the first cost as the basis for esti- 
mating cost of sales and net profit. _ 

My first thought, on reading it, was 
that the author would probably give 
as a result $1.34, since he had called 
it a puzzle, thus figuring a profit on 

eost of selling. 

- Jmagine my surprise, then, upon be- 
ing informed that the result is $1.47, 
the author insisting that the expenses 
of selling and the cost should be 
quoted on the basis of the selling 
price. 

He maintained that many failures 
in business were due to the practice 
of basing desired profits on cost. 

Local business men were attracted 
by this question and began to discuss 
it and we learned that it is the cus- 
tom of several large business houses 
in this city (and the same is probably 
true in other eities) to reduce their 
profits and cost of selling to a per- 
centage basis, with the selling price 
as the base. 


This only gives added proof that 


the art of applying arithmetic to 
business requires more study and dis- 
crimination than does the science it- 
self, and this all goes to show that 
there is yet truth in the old saying, 
‘“‘A fool can ask questions (in arith- 
metic as well as elsewhere) that a wise 


man (say nothing about a child) can’t 
answer.’’

Hegeman-Riker Merger a Fact 


The much talked of chain store trust 
was put through at Albany, New York, 
February 8, when the Hegeman-Riker Com- 
pany of New York City was incorporated 
with a eapital of $15,000,000. 

The merger starts with about sixty stores 
in New York and Boston and plans to 
open others soon in Philadelphia, Balti- 
more and other eities. It is generally 
believed that the promoters expect to ex- 
tend their chain of stores gradually to all 
the large cities of the country. 

The original plan fathered by Louis K. 
Liggett included the Rexall and Liggett 
retail stores, numbering now over forty, 
and the dropping of the litigation between 
Liggett and the Riker Company over the 


exclusive right of the latter to sell Rexall 


preparations in Greater New York and 
Boston, and allowing Liggett to establish 
Rexall stores in both cities, indicates that 
some basis of agreement has been reached 


that may eventually unite the Rexall-Lig- — 


gett stores with the Hegeman-Riker chain. 
The Owl stores of the Pacific Coast seem 
to be under the control of Liggett, as 
they handle the Rexall line, and Liggett 
recently attended the meeting of the man- 
agers of the Owl Company at San 
Francisco. 

All the signs point to a formidable com- 
bination for the control of the retail drug 
business in the large cities of the country 
and eventually in the entire country if the 
merger proves profitable in its earlier 
stages.

‘‘Master reads the labels, ‘Draught to 
be taken at bedtime—pills as before— 
lotion as usual—the powder.’

No Filth, No Flies 


‘‘Swat-the-fly’’ campaigns for 1912 are 
well on. The elimination of this filthy and 
dangerous insect is a desirable end. As we 
have observed already, the housefly, in 


addition to being a demonstrated agent in 


the spreading of typhoid, is strongly sus- 
pected, on more or less conclusive evidence, 
with relation to a large number of infec- 
tions, including cholera, dysentery, the in- 
fantile diarrheas, diphtheria and contagious 
ophthalmia. In an excellent paper, Stock- 
bridge remarks that about a billion flies 
were killed in various campaigns of 1911—a 
statement which seems impressive until one 
considers the number of flies which escape 
the slaughter. In Washington, D. C., 
alone, some 7,000,000 were killed by 
the ‘‘swat,’’ the trap, drowning, sulphur 
fumes and even by electrocution. Dr. 
Howard, of the Bureau of Entomology, 
points out that in the congenial climate of 
that city seven generations of flies may be 
produced in a single summer. One female 
fly will lay on an average a batch of 120 
eggs; and if all these eggs from a batch 
laid in the middle of April should hatch 
and reproduce their kind in like manner, 
there would be by autumn, from a single 
female fly, a progeny of nearly six thousand 
billion. And as each female may lay. four 
batches of eggs, the figures for their un- 
checked development through a summer 
stagger the imagination. To ‘‘swat the 
fly’’ by the billion, therefore, means little 


_so long as those that survive have un- 


checked opportunity for breeding. There is 
even more weight, therefore, in Stock- 
bridge’s statement that during 1911 filthy 
breedingplaces were cleaned up, which, if 
left alone, would have given opportunity 
for the propagation of incalculable billions. 
Better than ‘‘swatting’’ the fly is the pre- 
vention of its breeding by cleaning up the 
places where it thrives—the insanitary 
privy, the dead dog and horse allowed to lie 
unburied until putrid, the dung-heap, the 
uncovered garbage ean and the spittoon. 
Some of the methods by which such insani- 
tary. conditions may be eliminated, or at 
least minimized, were mentioned some ‘time 
ago. Descriptions of the details are freely 
provided by the health departments of 
many states and municipalities, and by

Did you ever stop to think why it is 
that some soda fountains are more fre- 
quently patronized, both by grown folks 
and by the younger ones, than others? 
There are of course a good many reasons, 
but one in particular is frequently over- 


looked, and that is, ‘‘Do you treat the — 


children right?’’ 


Business is business, and any money 
honestly made helps to swell the net profits. 
The children in many places are neglected 
entirely and this is a big mistake. As the 
clerk of today is the proprietor of to- 
morrow, so the child of today is the man 
or woman of tomorrow. 


Win the Children 


This story is known to us all, but few 
of us appreciate it at its full value. Such 
habits of trading as are formed early in 
life become firmly fixed habits, and are 
more permanent in their character than 


possibly any habits formed in later years. 


The reason that so few of us appreciate 
this condition 1s that we are content to 
plan for today, some possibly for _ to- 
morrow, but how few druggists have the 
business acumen or strategy to plan five, 
ten or even fifteen years ahead. 


They plod along from day to day, from 
week to week and from month to month, 
without any very serious thought, and the 
result is that in five or ten years they are 
practically where they are today. They 
have been standing still in a business sense, 
and other more active merchants in other 
fields. have been allowed to undermine the 
druggist’s foundation. 


Like Child, Like Father 


The druggist who wins the children, 
either at the fountain or elsewhere, has 
insured his future. He who wins the 
children is bound to win their parents, and 
naturally this is followed in winning whole 
family circles. The child can appreciate 
quality goods and first-class service, and if 
the man’s heart is in the right place, that 
same child is his best advance agent of 
publicity and prosperity. 

It is the child (or the ‘‘kid’’ if you 
prefer) who does the suggesting; it is he 
who says: ‘‘Let’s go to Blank’s for a soda,”’ 
ete.; and it is he who leads his parents 
to his or her own favorite place; the rest 
is then up to the druggist. Be sineere and 


patient with the child, avoid slovenliness and 
unnecessary delay, and do not slight the 
child in any manner, for it is keenly felt, 


generally resented, and seldom if ever 
forgotten. 


Mixing and Serving Crushed Fruits 


The mixing of crushed fruits with syrup 
to a proper dilution is important and -needs 
more attention than it generally receives. 
Either too little or too much of one or the 
other is harmful. The following general 
formula yields satisfactory results and is 
applicable to nearly all fruits: 


Syrup of the same fruit............ 1 part 


Mix well in bowl and it is ready to 
serve. Even this general formula may be 
deviated from, if experience and study has 
proven that a change is desirable. 


A Chocolate-Strawberry Sundae 


The chocolate syrup is placed in the sun- 
dae dish, then a disher full of ice cream is 
added and on top of this is placed a small 
ladleful of crushed strawberries; finally 
the whole is decorated or ‘‘topped off’’ 
with whipped cream.. 


Maited Milk Special With Egg 


One of the most nourishing, appetizing 
and satisfying beverages is made as fol- 
lows: 

Into a heavy mixing glass draw one and 
one-half ounces of chocolate syrup, and 
break into it one whole egg; then add one 
ounee of ice cream, a _ tablespoonful of 
malted milk, two ounees of plain water and 
a suitable amount of cracked or shaved ice. 
Then shake thoroughly and pour back and 
forth twice, finally straining from the 
shaker into a large soda glass, filling the 
latter with the fine stream, and serve. 
Pretty hard to beat.—N. A. R. D. Notes.

NOTES ON THE DEL MONTE MEET- 
ING OF THE C. Ph. A. 


This was the fifth annual meeting 
of the California Pharmaceutical As- 
sociation. The attendance was small 
but there was no lacking in enthusi- 
asm and in pharmaéeutical activity. 
The entertainment provided was in 
no wise permitted to interfere with 
business. President Lichthardt’s ad- 
dress was brief and to the point and 
as it appears in full on another page 
of this issue we shall pass it by with 
this mere mention. Mr. Munson of 
San Jose was in evidence favoring 
higher pharmaceutical education and 
of course met with the usual opposi- 
tion. 

Mr. Finger read a very exhaustive 

paper on ‘‘The Hague Opium Confer- 
ence.’’ This paper will appear later. 
The membership committee reported 
620 members—150 of whom _ were 
found delinquent and dropped for 
non-payment of dues. 

Dr. H. M. Whelpley of St. Louis, 
was placed on the roll of honorary 
members. In the absence of R. E. 
White, his paper on ‘‘EKarly Pharma- 
ceutical Education in Great Britain 


and Ireland,’’ was read by Mrs. 
White. 


Mrs. Philip presented an ably writ- 


ten paper on ‘‘An Argument for the 
College Prerequisite.’’ 

At the third session Dr. John Zeig, of 
Park-Davis Co., gave a lecture on 
‘‘Commercial Prospects for Biologies.’’ 
He illustrated with lantern slides the 
manufacture of Dipheritic Antitoxin, 
also the method of testing and stand- 
ardizing antitoxins and other sera. 

Prof. Woodworth of the Depart- 
ment of Entomology of the University 
of California gave a digest of the in- 
secticide law. He stated that his de- 


partment was willing to aid the drug- 
gists in any manner possible to relieve 
them of the vexations incidental to the 
present reading, provided the letter 
of the law were not in any manner 
nullified. 

Dr. John Herb read an interesting 
paper in which were set forth the ineffi- 
ciencies of the so-called extracts of 
eod liver oil. The paper was sug- 
gested for the cup offered by the 
President for the best original work 
by a non-graduate. Dr. Herb being a 
eraduate was not eligible, so the cup 
is still without a. claimant. 

Prof. Green spoke on ‘‘ Weights and 
Measures. ’’ 

Mr. C. K. Smith read a-paper on 
‘“Women in Pharmacy.’’ Mr. Ansley 
read a paper on ‘‘Fire Insurance for 
Druggists.’’ These papers will be 
published in the Pacific Pharmacist. 


The third and last day, May 23rd,. 


had the best attendance. An unfav- 
orable opinion was rendered on the 
communication from the National As- 
sociation of Pharmacologists regard- 
ing the interchange of certificates. 

Mr. Finger promised to attend to 
the matter of the daily press printing 
the nature and amount of poison used 
by suicides and homicides. 


A majority report favored the ref- 


erendum vote by mail as outlined by 


President Lichthardt in his opening 
address. H. J. Finger submitted a 
minority report recommending that 
every pharmacist in the State be given 
a right to vote on the pharmacy law, 


‘poison law and the pure food law. 


The majority of the committee com- 
posed of Chairman Bruce Philip and 
J. A. Sanford were of the opimion 
that only members’ of the associa- 
tion. should have the right to vote. 
Hi. J. Finger contended that the laws 
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were of such importance to every 
pharmacist in the State that the Asso- 
ciation should not take action in 
recommending new laws unless con- 
sulting every registered pharmacist.

The Adrenalin Patents Sustained 


The United States Cireuit Court of Ap- © 
peals for the Second Cireuit (Cireuit 
Judges Lacomb, Ward and Noyes) has 
affirmed the two decrees of Judge Hand 
of the Cireuit Court for the Southern Dis- 
trict of New York (189 F. R. 95) sus- 
taining Takamine’s patents Nos. 730176 
and 753177, covering Adrenalin and Ad- 
renalin Solution. The opinion, written by 
Chief Justice Lacomb, seems to give the 
claims of both patents such a broad in- 
terpretation as to cover any product pos- 
sessing the indicated characteristics ob- 
tained in any way from the suprarenal 
glands, and leaves open the question, as 
not necessarily in issue in this case, 
whether the synthetic product would in- 
fringe or not, although the reasonable 
inference is that the court would have 
held an affirmative opinion on this point 
had the question been involved.

manufactured exclusively by Parke, Davis 


& Co. The litigation was instituted pri- 
marily to settle the question, raised semi- 
officially, as to who was entitled to the 
credit of first suecessfully isolating the 
active principle of the suprarenal gland, 
and the result is a complete vindication 
of Dr. Takamine’s claim. 

The few druggists who have handled
